AlthouBd  shortages  of  v/ater  were  ag'ain  experienced  during  the  year  due 
to  fall  in  jT-ields  of  the  springs  and  owing  to  leakages  on  some  of  the 
principal  mains  caused  by  Oxford  clay,  the  maintenance  of  a  more  adequate 
suppl3/-  than  during  previous  ^^ears  was  obtained  by  taking  approximately 
4  million  gallons  of  water  froni  the  Sherborne  Urban  District  Council's 
supply/-.  Approxitiiatel^?-  8  million  gallons  of  water  was  purchased  from  the 
Sturminster  Rural  District  Council  to  suppler  HoRvell  and  Bishops  Caundle. 

(b)  Quality. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  some  of  the  supplies  still  proves  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  in  particular  the  Southern  parishes  supply'-.  Chlorination 
of  all  the  Council's  supplies  is  carried  out. 

The  private  suppler  to  approximately  60  persons  at  the  Home  of  St. 
Francis  at  Batcombe  showed  evidence  of  gross  bac teriolog-ical  contamination! 
as  a  result  of  which  advice  was  given  as  to  measures  to  be  taken  to  impro'’

ITo  work  v/as  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  scheme  approved  by  the 
Ministr^r  of  liealth  for  obtaining  a  major  supply  from  the  Tkornford 
borehole.  This  ncrr  scheme  is  anxiously  awaited  in  order  to  auganent  the 
present  supplies  and  to  enable  the  unsatisfactory  supplies  in  the  district 
to  be  eliminated.

Southern  parishes.  Defective  cast-iron  Joints  on  1,758  yards  of  4-' 
and  1,169  j^ards  of  2"'  main  v/ere  replaced  bjr  asbestos  cement  screw  Joints 
during  the  yi^ar, 

Leigh.  The  replacCtiont  of  defective  3  ’  cast-iron  mains  with  a  4-' 
asbestos  cejiiont  main  xvith  Joints  from  Calfha^r  to  leigh  Cross  was  completed, 

Further  lengths  of  the  cast-iron  main  have  been  reported  defective  as  a 
result  of  the  corrosive  action  of  the  soil.  Schemes  are  being  prepared  foi 
its  replacement  with  asbestos  cement  pipes, 

Holwoll  cz  Bishops  Caundle  V/ater  Supxil^?'.  The  work  of  laying  a  new  4" 
asbestos  cement  miin  fro. a  The  Fox  Inn  to  Cornford  Bridge,  to  replace  the 
existing  corroded  3-'  cast-iron  main,  is  in  progress. 


Further  le»ri;:,tlis  of  cast-iron  mains  have  been  reported  defective  as  a 
result  of  the  corrosive  action  of  the  soil.  Schemes  for  their  replace¬ 
ment  are  being  prepared.

Oborne  \7ater  Supply.  An  electric  motor  was  installed  at  Oborne  pump¬ 
house  on  the  1 at  June  1951  to  replace  the  existing  petrol  driven  engine. 

A  new  1^”  main  was  extended  from  the  pumphouse  to  London  Road,  a  distance 
of  15:3  yards.  Prom  this  point  a  f'*  main  was  extended  a  distance  of  266 
yards  to  tlie  ten  houses  and  two  dairies  along  the  roadway. 

The  ram  has  been  reconditioned.

3  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  grants  under  this 
Act.  In  each  case  the  grant  had  to  be  refused  in  so  far  as  they  were  in 
respect  to  tied  cotter es  ^  and  the  owners  were  not  prepared  to  give  the 
tenants  full  protection  of  tiie  Pent  Restrictions  Act  against  summary 
eviction  in  the  event  of  tlie  employment  terminating, 

I  see  little  prospect  of  the  facilities  offered  by  this  Act  having  any 
iiiaterial  effect  on  present  housing  conditions.  Any  work  in  connection 
v/itn  which  a  G-rant  is  given  has  to  be  carried  out  under  the  general 
'licensing  ceiling'  of  the  local  authority  in  respect  to  repair  and  other 
similar  work.  For  this  reasoiij  even  though  a  local  authority  may  be 
anxious  to  publicize  the  availability  of  these  grants  and  encourage  the 
'improvement'  of  sub-standard  property  within  its  district,  it  is 
realized  that  to  do  so  would  be  totally  impracticable  if,  at  the  same 
time,  it  is  not  possible  to  issue  the  necessary  licences  within  the 
limited  'licensing  ceiling'. 

purtheruioro ,  where  improvements  arc  contemplated  in  property  already 
requiring  extensive  repair  work  (and  this  apiplies  to  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  property''  where  'improvements'  arc  desirable)  the 
improvement  of  such  dwellings  becomes  economicallj?'  impossible  by  reason 
of  limitations  imposed  by  the  Pent  Restrictions  Act  referred  to  below. 

A  further  limitation  so  far  imposed  y/ith  regard  to  the  granting  of 
Improvement  G!-rants  is  that  the  facilities  do  not  extend  to  tied  cottages. 
If  this  limitation  was  removed,  together  with  those  imposed  by  the  Rent 
Restrictions  get,  I  have  little  doubt  that  many  tied  cottages  now  out  of 
use,  would  be  brought  back  info  use  to  the  advantage  of  farming  in  genera] 
and  to  the  local  housing  authority. 

Following  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Medical  officer  of  Health  of 
the  Conditions  under  v.fhich  7  applicants  for  Jouncil  houses  were  living, 

3  recommendations  for  the  granting  of  additional  points  on  medical 
grounds  were  uiade. 

Comments. 

From  the  abov>j  figures  it  y;ill  be  seen  that  22  now  Council  houses 
were  provided  during  the  year  as  compared  with  8  during  the  preceding 
year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  140  applicants  for  Council  houses, 
of  vdiich  IIS  were  resident  v/ithin  the  district.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  the  preceding  year  were  123  and  104  respectively.

The  concurrent  repair^  reconditioning  and  ’improvement’  of  existing 
older  houses  is  as  equall^r  necessary  as  the  provision  of  new  houses. 

It  may  be  argued  that  the  existing  Housing  Law  gives  a.  local  housing 
autli.ority  full  power  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  this  direction, 
hven  if  this  may  be  so,  an  authority  full^T-  conscious  of  its  responsib¬ 
ilities  with  regard  to  sub-standard  property,  is  understandably  reluctant 
to  take  action  vrhen  it  is  clearly  apparent  that  even  the  most  benevolent 
landlord  finds  it  economically  ira]30ssible  to  maintain  his  existing 
property  in  a  reasonable  state  of  repair  because  of  the  present  limitations 
imposed  by  the  Rent  Restrictions  Acts. 


A  modification  of  these  Acts  in  favour  of  the  landlord  who  is 
prepared  to  keep  his  'property  in  a  fit  condition  is  urgently  called  for 
if  many  people,  no?/  living  in  unfit  property  and  who  have  neither  the 
means  nor  the  desire  to  live  in  new  I'ouncil  houses,  are  to  live  under 
reasonable  conditions.
